FRENZIED FINANCIER 
TODDY WILL BE IT THE 
DIEN IN PENITENTIARY I 
OKLAHOMA STATE FMR 


Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 26.—Col. 
C. 
C. 
Wilson. 67, former president 
of 
the 
United Wireless Company, died 
last 
night at IO 
o’clock 
at 
the 
United 
Skates penitentiary here, where he wa* 
serving a three-year sentence for us­ 
ing the mails in an attempt to de­ 
fraud. Uraemic poisoning was given 
as the cause of the colonel’s death. 
Col. Wilson was stricken while read 
ing iii the 
prison 
library 
ar 
f : 50 
o’clock last night. 
He was removed 
at once to the prison hospital, where 
he died. 


Prison officials said today that Col. 
Wilson had been enjoying good health 
up to the time he was Stricken. The 
colonel’s young wife, to whom he was 
married just before his conviction a 
little more than a year ago, has been 
notified and the body is being held at 
the prison awaiting instructions. 
Col. Wilson began serving his sen­ 
tence on Aug. 23, 1911. He was taken 
to New York last May by one of the 
prison guards to testify in the bann- 
ruptcy proceedings instituted against 
the United Wireless Company. Several 
postponements of the 
cst.- 
necessi­ 
tated his being held in New York for ! 
more than a month and 
it 
became 
known that the guard was allowing 
him a great deal of personal liber.y 
during that period. Instead of being 
kept in the Tombs hg was permitted 
to stay in a private house. On one oc­ 
casion, it was said, he was seen near 
his former haunts in Wall street. The 
Depart rn enc of Justice took note of 
these reports and instituted an inves­ 
tigation. As a result, the ghard was 
dismissed, and early last month Wil­ 
son was returned to the*Atlanta pen­ 
itentiary.

Foregone Conclusion.

Saturday night's long session that the 
Senate would have to yield on the de- 
ficiency bill 01 permit the entire bill 
to die in conference before the House 
would permit adjournment and that 
the regular Republicans -would have 
to pass the Penrose resolution before 
Senator LaFollette would desist from 
his threatening filibuster. 


The House leaders felt a peculiar 


righteousness in their .stand because 
of the manner in which Senatoi War- 
ren, chairman of the Senate commit- 
tee on appropi iations, sought to en- 
compass the passage of the general 
deficiency bill. 
The House resented 


having passed practically in the clos- 
ing hours of Congress a large appro-
